Imports Of Coal From Britain Exceed | 
Purchases From U.S. | 
Imports into Canada of British an- | 
thracite exeeeded those of the United 
States in May, the first time in his- 
tory that this happened in any one 
month. The May imports from Great 
Britain amounted to 170,967 tons and 
from the United States 150,802 tons. 

In May, 1931, the anthracite im- 

ports from Great Britain were 142,911 
tons and from the United States 209,- 
894. \ ‘ 
- In the -calendar- year -1931- the an- 
thracite importations from Great Bri- 
tain totalled 876,364 tons and from 
the United States 2,236,423. In 1928 
Canada got 526,467 tons from Great 
Britain and 3,203,231 from the United 
States. 

During the~first five months of 1932 
the imports.from Great Britain of 
216,918 tons were higher than they 
have been and the imports from the 
United States of 748,542 tons were 
much lower than in any recent year.
